He tells o£4he intensive train- 
ing the men had arid their first loca- 
tion on the front was at Lorraine on 
the Duneville sector, February 18. This 
was a quiet sector. Their first active 
work was in the Chatnpaigne sector and 
on July 15 was the,.first time the com- 
pany went over the-top. 
'When asked how./the Newark and 
Licking county men took their first 
trip "over the top," Ms*thews said they 
took-it as a matter of fact. Every man 
was cool and that at all times the entire 
outfit from Newark-showed the greatest

Presence of Ice in River 


Forces Bolsheviki Guiv 
Boats to Withdraw to Es- 
cape Capture. 


Archangel. Monday. Nov. 25.—Winter 


has begun in earnest over the whole 
northern Russian front. All the rivers 
are ice-bound and the Bolshevist gun- 
boats, which have long- menaced the 
American and allied forces in the 
Dvlna, have been forced to withdraw 
to escape being frozen in. The Bolshe- 
vists, however, have mounted big guns 
along the front south . of the allied 
armies. 


Operations are limited .to spasmodic 
artillery exchanges .but the Bolshevist 
forces are reported to be receiving heavy 
reinforcements. 
The freese-up.. while 
bringing relief oh the Dvina front .in- 
creases the danger on others, as the 
once Impassable swamps are now frozen, 
making possible bushwhacking flank at- 
tacks by the enemy. 


The correspondent ham Just returned 


from a trip along the front where he 
found a general reversal of the opinion 
that the Bolsheviki -would not fight. 
Near KadUh. 'a fortnight a$r>, a body 
of Bolsheviki infantry maintained an 
advance' against strong machine-gun 
fire. A Russian resident in talking with 
American soldiers regarding this attack 
said the Bolsheviki ofTicrr* threatened 
their men that they would be killed the 
next day if they failed to advance.

This story is told by Stan and 


Stripes, tbe American army paper 
printed in France: 


On Bastille day a gronp of French 


and Yafiks were celebrating in a little 
town not far ^behind the lines. The 
Yanks were doing their part by pitch- 
ing small coins into a tin can when a 
big eagle swooped down from the 
north and alighted on 'the ridgepole 
of a barn. He was so black and rapa- 
cious and altogether militaristic in ap- 
pearance that he looked as though he 
might have flown squarely out of tbe 
Prussian coat of arms. 


"Fritz, la!" shouted a French 


dier, and the game stopped. 


Somebody got a net, and somebody 


else got up on the roof. The'net was, 
too short and the eagle Just looked at 
It, yawned and went to sleep.

French soldier who started a second 
offensive was foiled wheli the eagle 
awoke and flew'lazily to a neighboring 
roof.

The appearance of armored cars In' 


the desert struck terror In Senussl 
hearts, and the whole country was soon 
covered with men .and camel's trek- 
king off to the sjouthwest. On getting 
through the camp the cars went on in-' 
dependency, shooting all loaded camels 
and men within reach. Two of these 
camels carried mixed loads of petrol 
and high -explosive shell. The per- 
forated petrol cans caught fire, and the 
shells exploded, which made the camp- 
followers fall on their knees, beat the 
ground with their foreheads, and call 
on Allah's aid. 


"The Turkish gunners stuck to their 


guns like good men. When we passed 
them without killing them they turned 
round and continued firing at us, so 
that we had to go back and finish 
them," one of the officers told me. The 
cars collected three mountain guns and 
nine machine guns with a quarter mil- 
lion rounds of small-arm ammunition 
and several boxes of shell.

the cars stood by all night to protect 
the captures, and the remainder re- 
traced their tracks to Sollum, to find 
our infantry in occupation.

I am contented and as comfortable 
as I could possibly expect to be under 
the existing conditions. Of course, I 
have encountered hardships which did 
not prevail in civil life, and this all 
goes in the game, but a good many 
million others are making sacrifices 
just as I am. While I am dwelling on 
this subject I will simply say that we 
will never be. able to bestow enough 
praise on the infantrymen (commonly 
called dough boys) for the. gallant ef- 
forts they have put forth in the cause 
of democracy. They are entitled to all 
the credit in the 
world for their 
achievements, and we all have to take 
a back seat when it comes to make 
any kind of a comparison 
for they 
have certainly done; their part, and 
done it well or, I might say, are still 
doing it. 
I wrote Des Kirk sometime ago but 
liaven't heard from him. You doubt- 
less know that his mother died some- 
time ago ,and this was a terrible blow 
to him for he certainly must know 
about it.

English Soldiers In Septem- 


ber Saw Evidence of Ap- 
proaching End of Hos- 
tilities. 


As early as September the English 


boys back home from the front predict- 
ed an early end to the war. 
In letters dated September 22 and 
October 12, Private Lawrence Zwayer, 
Company 1, 33Cth infantry, A. E. F., 
wrote his wife, Mrs. Nella Zwayer of 
Brownsville, that he 'expected to be 
back soon. 


"The situation certainly looks en- 
couraging," he says, "and the French 
say 'it is a Hnish.'" The letters fol- 
low: 


"After a long trip on the water and 


a considerable distance on land, we find 
ourselves in England and soon to move 
on to France. 


"The boatride was uneventful and our 
ride through England was one of the, 
nice parts of our trip. England is one

of the pretty places that you find. They 
have small farms and every field is 
usually fenced with hedges. It is very 
beautiful. 
They have the cleanest 
farms I ever saw and their houses are 
all make of brick. 
"The women and small children are 
doing all the work even to mining the 
coal. I didn't see over a dozen men in 
civilian clothes that you would expect 
to be in the service. 
"The English boys back from the 


front all agree that the end,is coming. 
They say before the year is over. They 
are all very well pleased with the war.

The president's trip to France is. of 


course, 
wholly 
unprecedented. 
Mr. 


Wilson would not go were it not felt 
that his presence in the conference will 
make surer the kind of peace settle- 
nv?i>i toward which his diplomacy has 
been directed since the beginning of the 
war. If he felt that any group of dele- 
gates, no matter how thoroughly in 
sympathy with his own views and how 
definitely instructed, could do as well 
as he can in person, he would prefer to 
remain at Washington. The president's 
decision was made deliberately, guided 
by his own judgment. 


He sues .naturally .without instruc- 


tion. Ke is to represent the American 
nation at the conference, but the na- 
tion has had no opportunity to tell him 
what he shall say: it is probable that no 
instructions could have been given, any- 
way. 
It is primarily an executive re- 


jsponsibility. 


This being the case, when Mr. "Wilson 


makes his statement in reference to his 
trip nad his mission he is expected to 
make known, in general terms at least, 
the peace policy upon which he proposes 
to vote America's proxy in the confer- 
ence. 
The world is fa'miliar with his 


fourteen points, and their elaboration, 
but exactly how these principles are t" 
be applied now that the fighting has 
ended and Germany awaits the verdict 
of her judges, remains to be explained. 


It was inevitable that some criticism 


would be aroused by the president's de- 
cision to attend the conference. 
The 


president would be the last to expect 
otherwise. 
Even more criticism has 


been directed at the government's ac 
tion in taking- over the rabies on the 
eve of the president's departure for Ver- 
sailles. 
Both these groups of critics 


may find their answer in the forth- 
coming: address. 


If the president decides not to wait 


for the opening of the congressional ses- 
sion but to make his statment early 
this week it will give the public oppor- 
tunity to pass judgment upon what he

ALWAYS LAND OF TROUBLE 


Barbaric Invasion and Czar ism Have 


Molded Russian History, to Peo- 


ple's Sorrow. 


The backwardness of the Russians 


can be pretty adequately accounted for 
by three historical factors. There is, 
first, the Mongol yoke which rested 
upon them for nearly two and a half 
centuries. During the wonderful thir- 
teenth and fourteenth centuries, while 
England was establishing her parlia- 
ment and democratic models were be- 
ing worked out in the free self-govern- 
ing city states of Italy and the low 
countries, the Russians lay flattened 
under an alien Asiatic despotism. By 
the time they had rid themselves of 
the Mongols all legal rights of individ- 
uals, local communities and <social 
classes had disappeared, leaving the 
power of the czars unlimited. 


In the second place, for a long time 


after the Muscovites had freed them- 
selves from the Mongols, their settle- 
ments in the rich treeless steppes to 
the south of them—the famous "black 
soil" destined to become the granary 
of Russia and, indeed, of Europe— 
were exposed to raids by the nomad 
Tartars hemming them on the east 
and south. Until the days of Peter 
the Great the Russians were for the 
most part confined to the less fertile 
forested region of the North, where 
they were safe from the incursions of 
Ihe nomads. Let one imagine how our 
economic development would have suf- 
fered had our ancestors been confined 
to the wooded region of the upper 
Ohio and the Great Lakes because the 
fertile prairies from Indiana to the 
Rorky mountains lay open to the raids 
of barbarian horsemen welling up 
from the great populated area in the 
Southwest! 


Then there was the Romanoff autoc- 


racy, which in Shakespeare's day 
crashed the bulk of the people down 
Into serfdom—which later became sla- 
very—and kept them there for two 
and a half centuries.—Edward Als- 
worth Ross in Asia Magazine.
